Washington. 
It is presumed to cover 
all the weak places of the old law. 
It sets forth clearly what shall and 
what, shall not be classed as “ game 
birds,” thus prevenMn0, biased justices 
and back-number

fit to eat is a game bird,” as has been 
done in this state.

One of the most important features 


of the new law is that which declares 
that “ no part of the plumage, skin 
or body of any bird 
protected

this section (037 a) shall be sold or 
had in possession for sale, irrespec­ 
tive of whether said bird was cap­ 
tured or killed within or without the 
state.” 
This is the special 
feature 
that, dealers 
in bird m illinery 
w ill 
want to make note of. 
On and after 
June 17th, when the new law goes 
into effect, every “ aigrette” or plume 
of the snowy heron, or grebe skin, 
or other plume or part of a protected 
wild bird native or migrant in Cali­ 
fornia, w ill lie “ illegal goods,” and 
the selling of it or the having of it 
in possession for sale, w ill make the 
person so offending liable to prosecu­ 
tion 
under a misdemeanor 
charge. 
Attention is called to the fact that 
though an 
“ aigrette” - is purchased 
from a wholesale nouse in New York, 
or even in Paris, it is a part of the 
plumage of a wild bird protected by 
this act and the seller of it in Cali­ 
fornia is just as liable as if the bird 
was killed 
within the 
state. 
The 
New Orleans m illiners 
carried this 
feature of the law up to the Supreme 
Court of Louisiana and lost out. and 
a very recent decision of the U. 
S. 
Supreme Court, carried up from 
the 
New York Court of Appeals, clinches 
it even there. 
Law in Oregon. 
A sim ilar law has just gone into ef­ 
fect in Oregon and the Audubon So­ 
ciety of that state is already after 
the milliners. In Portland a few days 
ago nine arrests were made of deal­ 
ers who had illegal plumage for sale 
and in one shop a $200 Easter hat 
was taken 
away and 
held as evi­ 
dence. 
The 
Oregon 
and California 
laws are modeled along sim ilar lines, 
but the Audubon Society of Califor­ 
nia proposes to give the m illiners 
a 
“ square deal,” 
and 
chance to “ get 
from 
under.” 
Its law does not go 
into effect immediately, but in sixty 
days from its approval by the gover­ 
nor, which w ill be June 17. 
It is un­ 
derstood that the society w ill, soon 
after that date, begin an active cru­ 
sade throughout the state in search 
of illegal plumage 
and for the en­ 
forcement of the law in every case 
when sufficient evidence is found.

ment, the national bank 
examiners 
under a plan devised by Lawrence O. 
Murray, comptroller of the currency, 
hold district meetings for discussion 
of the best 
methods 
for 
handling 
hard problems in their work. In their 
investigations they are 
expected to 
find bad loans, law methods, embez­ 
zlement skillfully hidden in the rec­ 
ords, or possible 
violation 
of 
the 
many laws governing 
the 
national 
banks. 
At a recent meeting 
Charles 
H. 
Meyer, national bank 
examiner 
for 
Chicago, told how best to round up 
the bills receivable in a bank. 
As to 
the use of an adding machine, he re­ 
marked: 
* 
‘This adding machine 
list must 
‘always be run by the examiner him­ 
self, as we are all familiar with the 
ease with which one can be fooled by 
‘plugging’ the machine.” 
“ The methods to be pursued,” he 
said, ‘‘in determining the standing of 
the various borrowers, and the val­ 
ue of all lines granted, are matters 
with which all are familiar, but go­ 
ing over the bills in the presence of 
the hoard of directors is, as we all 
know, one of the safest 
and 
best 
methods of arriving at ‘sore spots,’ 


especially in country banks, for you 
will invariably find 
some 
director 
from among the board, 
who seems 
to be learning something new while 
you are doing this, and he will be the 
man who assists you most. 


“I think my fellow examiners will 
agree with me that something akin 
to a sixth sense is necessary in de­ 
termining the value of a bank’s pa­ 
per. 
I need only cite a case which 
our chairman, Mr. Rorebeck, told of 
a few days ago to illustrate 
this: 
In going over the bills, a certain ex­ 
aminer wTas impressed 
by the fact 
that a certain line of notes was not 
creased, this being a country bank 
where so many 
notes 
are 
signed, 
folded up, put into 
a pocket-book, 
and then brought 
to the bank. 
The 
examiner’s ‘sixth seDse’ got to work­ 
ing over-time, and an 
investigation 
developed the fact that 
the 
notes 
had been filled out in the bank, and 
the signatures forged by one of the

finance to Central American revolu- : 
tions. 
Stories told by men who drift in to 
Washington from the little republics 1 
are to the effect that rarely, if ever, 
do political or patriotic motives enter 
into 
the 
contest. 
The 
underlying 
cause of the commotion is given as 
either the greed of local money len­ 


ders and holders of special privileges 
or foreign capitalists w’ith an itching 
for exertordinary profits. 
Revolutions are costly and the lead­ 
ers are men without money but the 
possessors of ambition for 
govern­ 
mental power because of the oppor­ 
tunity it offers for graft. 
The armies 
are supported by supplies taken from 
plantations and tribute exacted from 
rich men. 
In other cases money lenders, hav­ 
ing no influence with 
the 
existing 
government, have 
quietly 
supported 
the revolutionists 
and 
taken 
the 
chance of liberal repayment in the 
event of victory. 
While no proof was 
ever 
made 
public a report was circulated that m 
the recent Nicaraguan affair, money 
was advanced to Estrada by a New 
York concern. 
Now it is said that 
Estrada, installed as president, pro­ 
poses to fund the public debt which 
means that a new set of creditors will 
be given a share of the revenue of 
the country. 
An uprising is reported as being im­ 
minent in Honduras on account of an 
arrangement by President Davila with 
.T. P. Morgan & Co., of New 
York, 
whereby the banking firm could make 
a loan to clear up old debts. 
Before 
the agreement had been signed the 
people were aroused to the point of 
riot and they threatened to dépose 
Davila if he executed the contract. 
Powerful interests in Honduras on the 
other hand threatened to remove him 
if he failed to perfect 
the 
Morgan 
agreement. 
There is an element in congress op­ 
posed to this government mixing up 
in the financial affairs of the effer­ 
vescent republics as may happen 
if 
the creditors are Americans, and a 
protest is expected against 
support 
being given the money leaders. 
Santo Domingo was bled 
to 
the 
point of bankruptcy by the 
money 
lenders. 
For a time there was a rap­ 
id succession of presidents in the is­ 
land republic. 
No term was so brief, 
however, that the president could not 
negotiate big loans at an extravagant 
rate of interest before he was driven 
back to the woods. Little of the mon­ 
ey was devoted to the public service 
it is alleged. 
A few years ago the 
claims of creditors amounted to about 
$32,000,000 the interest on which was 
wholly beyond the ability of the peo­ 
ple to pay. 
An American commission 
investi­ 
gated affairs and reduced the claims 
to about $18,000,000, 
an 
indication 
that $14,000,000 of the alleged debt 
was without just foundation. 
One of 
the biggest financial houses in New 
York advanced money to clear away 
ail the old 
debts. 
Americans 
were 
placed in charge of the customs so 
that the revenue would be accounted 
for and divided nearly equal between 
the new creditors and the government. 
The debt is gradually being paid but 
the fear has been expressed that when 
it has been wiped out and the Ameri­ 
can collectors recalled, the old condi­ 
tions will be restored in the republic.
